Aberhart Denies Negotia-

Denying rumors that negotia- 
tions had been reopened with 
Major Clifford H. Douglas to 


resume his work as principal re- 
construction adviser to the prov- 
incial government, Premier Wil- 
liam Aberhart on Wednesday said 
there had been no exchange of 
correspondence between himself 
and Major Douglas since the lat- 
ter's contract was terminated at 
the end of the first year of its 
life, namely, on March 31 last. 

It was learned that one com- 
munication has reached the office 
of the executive council since that 
time, although not a communication 
to the Premier. 


SIX POUNDS 

This communication is a bill for 
six pounds, eight shillings and 
three pence or approximately $34, 
in respect of cable charges for 
cables sent by Major Douglas to the 
government. 

While all ministers of the cabinet 
are aware of arrival of the bill, it 
has not been definitely discussed 
in executive council. 

LETTER CONSIGNED 

The bill is forwarded on_sta- 
tionery usually used by Major 
Douglas and dated from 8 Fig Tree 
Court, London, which is his address. 
The communication is unsigned but 
bears the legend that “a cheque or 
draft in settlement will oblige.” 

While the matter has not been 
the subject of cabinet discussion, 
it is understood the general feel- 
ing of the government is that pay- 
ment should not be made as Major 
Douglas broke his contract and 
drew heavily in the matter of re- 
tainer and*expense money. While 
the amount is not large, the govern- 
ment is not disposed to pay it, it is 
learned.

Civilization Can 
bilitate Itself Premier 
Aberhart Says. 


Elimination of interest, from 
civilization and the scheme of 
economic things, is not only one 
of the essential features of the 
government's Social Credit pro- 
gram, but is a feature of the en- 
tire new economic era, declared 
Premier William Aberbart on 
Wednesday in the course of an in- 
terview. 

Interest cannot be removed sud- 
denly and without difficulty, he 
said. But ultimately it must be re- 
moved, 


| “We must eliminate interest be- 


fore civilization can ever rehabilit- 
late itself or become stabilized.” he 
lsaid, “The process of reaching for 
that goal is what we have to face. 
Also we must pay particular atten- 
tion to the fact that no ind:vidual 
must be hurt 4n this process.” 
| NATURAL PRODUCTS VITAL 
| Asked to expand on his pro- 
nouncements, the Premier declared 
| that the natural products of any 
| country were what kept it going. 
“When the interest charges on 
the accumulation of previous years 
|is greater than the annual produc- 
tion, one of two things must hap- 
| pen,” he said. “Either the interest 
| charges cannot be paid or the peo- 
| ple must starve or go without 
| necessities. 
| 
| 


“The first claim of Social Credit 
is that the people must be fed, but 
on account of the contractual obli- 
| gations, considered sacred, we have 

a habit of saying we will go with- 
| out until these obligations are paid. 
| It seems to me that prosperity in 
|a country is what causes the people 
| to borrow more and therefore pay 
| more interest.” 


| ILLUSTRATION GIVEN 

| In illustration of the way interest 
piles up, the Premier stressed the 
case of a successful farmer, who, 
perhaps, netted $5000 surplus on a 
year’s operation.. At five per cent, 
this would net him annual interest 
payments of $250. With another 
good year, with $5000 surplus, there 


would be another $250 in interest | 


and the farmer would have $500 
coming in from this source. 

“Why should I have $250 for 
earning $5,000 or $500 for earning 
$10,000?" asked the Premier. “I 
}claim that interest under such cir- 
| cumstances is out of order.”

earned $5,000 was not entitled to

OTTAWA, April 29.—Canada will 
heve another May-day budget. Fin- 
ance Minister Dunning announced 
Tuesday he would make his budget 
speech on Friday. Six years ago. 
May 1, he brought down his last 
budget, a few months after he had 
succeeded to the finance portfolio 
following the death of Hon, James 
A. Robb. 


SHOWED SURPLUS 

In his last budget Mr. Dunning 
was able to show a surplus of about 
$80,000 000 which was applied to re- 
duction of the public debt.

The financial sky of this budget 
will not be so bright. A deficit is 
expected of around $140,000,000 of 
which $47,421,463 will be to cover 
interest on Canadian National se-| 
curities held by the public.

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A LIABILITY GONE 

The Canadian Merchant Marine is no more. 
The last ten vessels of sixty which were built 
and bought at the close of the war, for opera- 
tion by the Government, have been sold. 

The fleet was created in the enthusiasm of 
post-war delusion that there would be an un- 
precedented burst of world commerce following 
the restoration of peace. As a matter of fact 
it lost money every year from 1921 to 1934, 
rolling up an accumulated deficit of more than 
$11,000,000. 

In return these ships undoubtedly carried 
Canadian products into markets they might not 
have otherwise reached, and the direct loss may 
have been made up indirectly. 

The remaining ten ships are now obsolete, 
and have been sold to companies who will scrap 
them and replace them with new and faster 
vessels, providing correspondingly better ser- 
vices. Thus ends a maritime adventure under- 
taken in good faith but bad judgment. 


FURTHER DELAY? 

Alberta needs more varied industries and 
more diversified occupations. The more of our 
requirements we can produce within the prov- 
ince economically, the better will be the oppor- 
tunity for employment, the more money will be 
kept in circulation here, and the less wastage 
there will be in shipping products to distant 
markets and bringing back goods from distant 
sources of supply.

Magazines and newspapers from other lands 
are always interesting; they are doubly inter- 
esting to workers in the publishing business. 
“Die Woche” is a popular magazine, much on 
the model of magazines on this continent, but 
with only one fiction story—a serial. It has more 
educative appeal than the popular magazines on 
this continent. There are pictures of German 
movie stars, scenes from and on board the great 
new Zeppelin “Hindenburg,” a fleet of giant 
bombers carrying the swastika sign on each tail, 
Italian cavalry sliding down a hill as steep as 
the side of a house, the wives of Japanese ad- 
mirals and officials at a reception in Tokyo, 
scenes in the recent floods in America, with 
railroad tracks and houses being swept away; 
machinery, forestry, jolly German soldiers in 
helmets handling flame throwers and doing 
physical jerks clad in gas masks; firemen with 
chemical extinguishers; girls undergoing gas 
drill; a bronze monument to German soldiers 
who fell in the Great War, and a front page 
layout showing German girls trained for fire- 
fighting. 

There are articles on the South African dia- 
mond mines, fashions, bridge and the stork race 
between Toronto mothers for the $500,000 resi- 
duary estate of the late Charles Vance Millar, 
bachelor, lawyer and humorist of Toronto. 

Advertising is much like our own magazine 
advertising—cosmetics, fashions, cameras, cigar- 
ettes, collars, fountain pens, perfumes, schools, 
automobiles. A beautiful two-seater canoe, 
decked-in like an Eskimo kyak, called a 
“Klepper-Boote,” takes my eye. It sells for 186 
reich-marks—something less than $45. 

Whatever certain classes of German workers 
may think of Nazism, the middle and commer- 
cial classes are loyal to Hitler. F. H. Simonds, 
head of the Simonds Saw Company of Phila- 
delphia, found that out to his discomfort. Mr. 
Simonds took his wife for a winter cruise in the 
South Seas on the Hamburg-American liner 
“Reliance.” Fares on the German liners are 
quite moderate. At one time when marks were 
low I calculated the cost of a trip round the 
world on a German line of modern cargo steam- 
ers with passenger accommodation. It was to 
cost under $200—with wines and tobacco extra. 
Quart four-faced Dutch gin, cost 20 cents a 
bottle outside the three mile limit, with other 
spirits, wines, liquers and tobaccos similarly 
priced. 

News was radioed to the “Reliance” passen- 
gers that Hitler's armies had occupied the de- 
militarized Rhineland in defiance of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. Mr. Simonds was so courageous, 
outspoken or indiscreet as to proffer the opin- 
ion that no nation could safely enter into treaty 
agreements with a nation like Germany that 
breaks treaty after treaty. 

Before the Reliance reached Cuba on the re- 
turn trip Mr. Simonds radioed to the American 
Consulate for police protection. He and his wife 
left the Reliance under the protection of four 
armed police officers. He says that after he 
had expressed his opinion about Germany, his 
Germanic fellow-passengers insulted him and 
his wife on every occasion, trampling on his 
feet, jostling him, and threatening him with 
violence. On one occasion, he says, he was 
spat on by one of the gentleman. A German 
passenger who took his part was threatened 
with a beating. The Germans took their Nazi 
principles to sea with them. Next time, Mr. 
Simonds had better travel on a British liner 
to preserve his rights of free speech. 


Louis Fischer, Moscow correspondent of 
“The Nation,” writing from Berlin which he 
has visted every year since 1921, under date of 
Jan. 6, 1936, says: 

“I have never known Germany so pes- 
simistic even in the worst period of cur- 
rency inflation when the suffering was 
greater ... At the table of every Ger- 
man family sits an invisible but voracious 
eater who grabs the butter, the meat, the 
eggs, before anyone else can reach them. 
He wears a steel helmet and his mouth is 
the maw of a cannon’ 

Fischer quotes conversations with various 
people—book sellers, workmen, waiters, ped- 
diers, journalists, etc. They are all hostile to 


the Nazi regime at heart, but must profess 
loyalty. Many radicals, he says enter the S.A. 


and other Fascist organizations for protection. 

In a high class restaurant, Fischer complain- 
ed to a waiter of the bad taste of an ice cream 
dessert. “I think a bad egg went into it,’ he 
suggested. 

“That cannot be, sir,’ 
is made from egg-substitute.”

Lettuce is one of the plants which man has 
used the longest; for example, it is reported to 
have been prized by members of the royal fam- 
ily of Persia more than two thousand years ago. 
Certainly, today, it is our most popular salad 
plant. Inasmuch as lettuce is such a favorite 
that it commands a ready 
market, it has been found 
profitable to raise lettuce all 
during the year, shipping it 
long distances from districts 
where the choice head lettuce 
is grown te city markets. 

The type of lettuce most 
valued by the housewife is 
that type having a firm, solid, 
closely packed head. which 
somewhat resembles a head 
of cabbage. Romaine lettuce 
is an entirely different type, consisting of leaves 
which are loosely bunched together, which are 
curlier and which have a thick rib in the center. 
Whether you prefer the head type or the type 
which does not form a head, you will want the 
lettuce for your salad to be fresh enough to be 
crisp. When this is properly cleaned, you then 
have one of the most widely used basic ingred- 
ients for a salad. 

Those salads using lettuce in combination 
with other vegetebles, provide a pleasant way 
of eating those foods which are recognized as 
“being good for you.” The lettuce will pro- 
vide vitamins A, B and D together with calcium, 
phosphorus and iron. The cellulose, or indi- 
gestible fiber of lettuce will provide a soft form 
of bulk, valuable as an intestinal regulator. It 
is the bulk content of lettuce which helps to 
prevent sluggish elimination without irritation. 
Due to the alkaline reaction of this vegetable, 
it must be considered beneficial for those who 
have been consuming too many of the foods 
leaving an acid ash within the body. Those 
who are troubled with flatulence sometimes 
find that lettuce is better avoided, but the aver- 
age person in good health will do well to use 
lettuce as a salad vegetable once a day 

The ancients advised lettuce for those suf- 
fering from sleeplessness and there is probably 
some basis for their belief that eating a head of 
lettuce before going to bed will induce a pleas- 
ant drowsiness. Inasmuch as a small quantity 
of lettuce will have no hypnotic effect, the let- 
tuce taken with the ordinary meal may be dis- 
from the standpoint of making you 
sleepy. However, if a large supply of lettuce 
is taken by itself, the hypnotic effect may 
manifest itself in a drowsiness shortly after the 
lettuce meal. 

Dentists often advise that a half of head of 
tlettuce be added to the diet for the purpose of 
helping to prevent tooth decay. Although let- 
tuce may be rightfully considered as of value, 
both for strong teeth and for good health, I 
suggest that instead of using lettuce alone, you 
vary your meals by combining it with other 
salad vegetables. 

Here is a recipe using cooked lettuce, for 
you to try: Place a head of washed lettuce in 
a pan, stem end down. Cover the bottom of 
pan with water. Sepsrate the leaves at the 
top to form a cavity. Fill this with a cup of 
canned green peas and add a little salt. Cover 
the pan tightly and cook over a slow fire for 
fifteen minutes without the addition of more 
water. The moisture which clings to the lettuce 
will be sufficient if the fire is kept low. Serve 
with butter. This recipe is a favorite among 
the French and I am sure you will enjoy it.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, Wednesday, in 
1845 a number of business men 
met in the Royal Exchange hotel 
at Hamilton to organize a board 
of trade. Hon. Isaac Buchanan 
was elected president, the first of 
a long list of chairmen notable in 
both civic and Canadian life. The 
constitution set forth the objects 
of the organization to be: “To 
promote just and equitable mer- 
cantile principles, to correct 
abuses in trade, and to protect 
the rights and interests of the 
country generally.” Only those 
being or having been, a merchant, 
a manager of a bank, or other- 
wise engaged in trade, residiiug in 
the Gore district, were elegible 
for membership and the annual 


subscription was fixed at ten 
shillings currency. 
The records of the Hamilton

Board «* Trade are complete with 
the exception of from 1858 to 
1878, which are missing, whether 
through moving or for some other 
unknown reason; but those which 
remain show an active interest in 
both local and national affairs 
The question of deep waterways 
figured in many a_ discussion, 
while the organization was active 
in promoting railways, especially 
the Welland, Grey and Bruce and 
the Hamilton and North West- 


ern, designed to tap the trade of 


the west and north for the benefit 
of Hamilton. 

The roll of executive officers 
includes many names of the real 
makers of the “Sheffield of Can- 
ada,” which owes its industrial 
status largely to the founders of 
the board in 1845 and their suc- 
cessors. 


Social Credit And Taxation 


} When that principle is established

The official announcement from 
Edmonton that Mr. Aberhart has 
terminated Major Douglas's con- 
tract is good news because it is 
definite. It marks the end of 
seven ronths’ guesswork about 
whether Major Douglas was going 
out there or not. It also nips in 
the bud the recent interlocutory 
wrangle as to what kind of advice 
Major Douglas had contracted to 
give. There is now no need to 
discuss the chicken-or-egg con- 
undrum whether the working out 
of a Social Credit scheme for Al- 
berta should have been deferred 
until Aberhart had gained power 
to operate it, or whether such a 
scheme should have been worked 
out and promulgated first as a 
means of giving point and direc- 
tion to an Albertan bid for power. 

oe 

The plan laid by Mr. Aberhart 
before the electorate, and en- 
dorsed by them last August, was 
justly criticised by Social Credit 
students as being technically de- 
fective. It provided for the col- 
lection of processing-taxes in or- 
der to pay the promised dividend. 
Since all taxes are ultimately 
levies on the incomes of consum- 
ers, the payment of the dividend 
would have been purely sym- 
bolit, and not in any degree ef- 
fectual. The Social Credit divi- 
dend must represent and measure 
new effective demand against 
new effective supply—additional 
dollars must go into the consump- 
tion market along with additional 
goods. The basic principle is that 
all wealth shall be financially 
accessible as and when it be- 
comes physically consumable. 


| 
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there will be no limit to the vol- 
ume of wealth converted to con- 
sumption purposes except the 
physical resources of the com- 
munity on the one side or their 
desire to consume them on the 
other. You can't convert to your 
use more than there is to be con- 
verted. And you won't convert 
to your use more than you need 
to use—that is, of course, if you 
have the power to decide for 
yourself what you will do. The 
problem of consumption hinges 
on this principle of financial 
accessibility. A tax denies access: 
that is what it is imposed for 
Whether levied on industry and 
entered into prices, or levied on 
citizens and deducted from their 
incomes; access is denied just the 
same. So if a dividend is to give 
access it must not be accompan- 
ied by taxation 
ees 

So the tax flaw in the Aber- 
hart plan must go. And not only 
as a matter of technical neces- 
sity, but also as one of political 
expediency. Usually, of course, 
a party which alters its program 
after having got electoral en- 
dorsement of it, lays itself open 
to the charge of cheating the 
electorate. And, as we all know, 
the charge is only too well justi- 


fied in g#ost cases. But Mr. Ab- 
erhart has escaped this danger, 
because the tax flaw in his 


scheme did not connote a prom- 
ised benefit to the electoraic: on 
the contrary, it connoted the price 
of a benefit. Taxation does not 
confer benefits on a community: 
at the best it redistributes them, 
and at the worst it subtracts 
them, The only beneficiaries of 
taxation are the bankers,

INTERESTING LIGHT 

Editor, Bulletin: Your able 
columnist, Mr. J. S. Cowper, 
whose “third column” is one of 
the Bulletin's outstanding fea- 
tures, is seldom, so far as I know, 
in error; all the more necessary 
is it therefore to take him up 
when he seems to have failed to 
get things quite correct. In your 
issue of Wednesday, April 22 he 
writes: “Britain has been rely- 
ing hitherto on the application of 
sanctions and the coming of the 
‘big rainy season.’ The sanctions 
have been deprived of their 
greatest effect by American sup- 
ply of oil, both directly and 
through Italian subsidiaries.” It 
is this statement I wish to ex- 
amine more closely. 

There can be no question in the 
minds of those who follow regu- 
larly the news of the world that 
President Roosevelt was fevling 
about the beginning of December 
last that public opinion in the 
United States was ready for 
drastic action on his part in the 
way of narrowly restricting the 
exportation of oil to Italy. Unfor- 
tunately just at that itme came 
the appalling revelations of the 
Hoare-Laval proposal to dismem- 
ber Abyssinia, and with that dis- 
closure the American president 
knew that American public opin- 
ion would not sustain him in a 
restrictive oil policy, and small 
wonder, let us add, 

The other point, utterly un- 
known, it would seem, to most 
Canadians, is that all during this 
rape of Ethiopia the Anglo- 


| 


Iranian Oil Company, in which 
the British Admiralty owns 
fifty-six per cent of the stock, 
has been making steady deliveries 
of oil and gasoline to the Italian 
forces in East Africa. Thus the 
bombardment of undefended 
towns and the sprinkling of mus- 
tard gas by the Italian “knights 
of the gir” is very possibly being 
facilitated by British supplied 
fuel. When questions on this 
point were put in the House of 
Commons it was explained from 
the treasury bench that Britain 
saw no reason to suspend the 
sale of oil to the Italians so long 
as no sanctions on oil had been 
applied. Possibly not, but it 
throws an interesting light on the 
moralities of international pol- 
itics and it also materially affects 
the validity of Mr. Cowper's re- 
marks cn the subject. Canadians 
who do not make it a business to 
inform themselves of the actual 
facts underlying the world’s 
news are easy prey for interested 
propaganda of all sorts. I may 
say, Sir, that the Bulletin con- 
tributes greatly towards keeping 
us informed; I often find foreign 
news in its columns not available 
in other western Canadian papers

That money is an accounting factor and nothing else is proved 
by the fact that the object, or material, or token used for money 
may be anything on which the trading parties agree in terms of 
specific attached value; whether shells, or rocks, or gold, or silver, 
or banknotes. Cocoanuts and pigs have had circulating value at 
some time and in some places. 


It follows, indisputably, that a one dollar bill is a unit of the 
accounting factor to which, for the solution of transactions, a value 
in account of one dollar is attached. There is nothing else to it. 


Experience has proved that it is the power to issue money, and 
to thereby control the amounts available, and also to control the 
nature and course of the transactions in which it shall be used, 
which has a direct effect upon national and community and in- 
dividual welfare. . 

People must eat, and must have homes and clothing and fuel 


and light. All these things must be bought in a series of trans- 
actions; and for the sclution of these transactions money must be 


used. 


Therefore private control of the issuing of money carries with 
it a control of the costs and prices of necessaries of life; and this
